Mr. J. D. C. Melville, arrived in 
the city yesterday after three months 


spent im the Yellowhead and Atha- 
basca river country, where he went 
for a trip of exploration, discovery 
and adventure. Mr. Melville is an 
Englishman, one of that type of men 
who are to be found in every big game 
country in the world, just for the fun 
of the thing, and as he is a very care- 
ful observer his report of the country 
is exceedingly interesting. 

Leaving here in June, Mr. Mel- 
ville went west via T.ac Ste Anne and 
what is known as the “‘summer traii’’ 
to the headwaters of the Miette, at 
the summit of the Yellowhead Pass, 
had a lock down into the Fraser yval- 
ley, and then came back down tke 
Miette t» the Athabasca, down the 
Athabasca to the Landing and Ed, 
meonton, covering in all something 
like a theusand miles. 

Mr. Melville has no hesitation ta 
statiug that the Yellowhead is the 
pass which the Grand Trunk Pacific 
will take. With the exception of one 
party working in the Pine. ali the 
surveyors as far as he could learn. are 
in the Yellowhead pass. In fact there 
is a continuous chain of surveyers 
from Prairie creek on this side of tha 
divide to Kaien Island on the Pacific 
coast. Between Prairie Creek, which

ANOTHER LANDMARK REMOVED 


On Friday evening last, there passed 
away in Edmonton, in the person of 
John L. McDonald of Stony Plain, a 
well-known person in conection with 
the up-building of the Stoney Plain 
settlement. Mr. McDonald was born of 
| Scottish parents in Prince Edward Is- 
land, some 51 years ago, ana came 
west in the early seventies and spcnt 
a few years in Keewatin, at which 
time the Canadian Pacific Railway was 
| being constructed through that district 
and after which he spent some time in 
British Columbia. 

In 1885 he came to Edmonton and 
settled on the Stoney Plain, on the Spot 
where the flourishing village of that 
name now stands. Mr. McDonald’s 
health had become somewhat broken 
down at that time, having suffered from 
Asthma for some years, and lately a 
complication of other ailments having 
set in, no doubt brought about his un- 
timely end. 

At the time of Mr. McDonald's arrival 
‘y.ere the cettlement consisted of less 
then a dozen persons. In 1891 settle- 
ment practically began, with the advent 
lof some twenty-five german families 
who 7j3ad formerly located at Dunmore 
in Southern Alberta. 
| In 1892 Stoney Plain post office was 
| established with Mr. McDonald as post 
master and abcut the same time the 
| first school district west of Edmonton 
was organized; in which Mr. McDon- 
ald took a very important part, as 
wellasinthe formation of the statute 
! labor district. In fact he took a lead- 
ing part in anything and everything 
for the betterment of conditions in the 
neighborhood in which he had cast his 
| jot.
